In the final version of the bill, 
the conference of House-Senate 
leaders took the Senate pay scales 
without change. As was reported 
here; there was an attempt in con- 
ference to raise the: pay of E-7s, 
0-3s and O-9s and O-10s, but the 
conferces came to the conclusion 
the changés wouldn’t be worth the 
eost.. For example, their study 
showed a $5 raise for E-7s would 
have boosted the cost of the meas- 
ure nearly $38 million a year. 

The conferees kept the Senate 
provision providing responsibility 
pay of $50-$100-$150 for -0O-3s 
through O-6s, but cut out any ref- 
erence to “command or staff” posi- 
tions in stating who gets the money. 

The leaders compromised on the 
pay of already retired three-and 
four-star officers. The compromise 
will allow these officers. to add 
their active duty supplements ($100 
for 0-9s, $100 for O-10s) to basic 
pay in figuring retirement, then

‘Double 
Jeopardy’ 
is Curbed 


WASHINGTON. — “A person 
subject te the Uniform Code of 
Military Justice who. has been 
tried in a civil court normally will 
not be tried by court-martial or 
putiished under the Uniform Code 
of Military. Justice, Article 15, for 
the same act or acts over which 
the civil court has exercised juris- 
diction.” 

That is a quotation in full of the 
Army’s new policy ‘on “double 
jeopardy,” as it appears in Par. 
2 on policy in a new regulation, 
AR 22-12. 

Maj. Gen. Stauley W: Jones, the 
Army’s Assistant Judge Advocate 
General, gave the following state- 
ment to Army Times ¢encurrently 
with issuance of the new regula- 
tion: 

“I have read with interest the 
discussions of. disciplinary action 
by the military against personnel 
previously tried for the same act 
or acts in civil .courts, appearing 
recently: in your ‘Letters to the 
Editor’ and. editorial columns. As 
you recognize, there is legal sanc- 
tion for the practice in the 100- 
year-old doctrine on Constitutional 
law that punishment by two dif- 
ferent jurisdictions does not vio- 
late the prohibition against double 
jeopardy.

WASHINGTON, — Promo- 
tions of enlisted members. of 
the Army to the new pay 
grade of E-B are expected to 
start soon after the 1958 pay 
bill is signed into law. Promo- 
tion to E-9 will come later. 

Army thinking is that such pro- 
motions. will start slowly and be 
limited at first to sergeants major 
of tactical TOE units, 

Promotion to supergrades will be 
allocated among .major commands 
along with other promotion quotas. 
There is a chance that as the pro- 
gram to give higher rank to ser- 
geants major and first sergeants 
gets moving, suppleméntal quotas 
will be issued. 

There is now no intention of 
making all appointments to grades 
E-8 and E-9 that are authorized in 
the new law. It says that two per- 
cent of all enlisted members may 
be in grade E-8, one percent in E-9. 
For the Army at its present 
strength, this would mean more 
than 15,000 E-8s, 7500 E-9s. 

The Army believes that would 
put too many in these top grades.

Testimony on personnel actions 


given to the House Appropriations 
Committee in March was released 
last week. Based on September 
and October: studies, much of it 
was out of date. 

It forecast that enlisted promo- 
tions for the 12 months beginnin 
July 1 (FY 1959) will be as goof 
as during the current year in a 
but grade E-4. This prediction if 
now obsolete beacuse of the new 
nine-grade structure authorized in 
the pay bill. Enlisted promotions 
still may be good, even better than 
predicted.

Officer promotions during FY

year, 318 colonels compared to 
278 this year, 370 lieutenant colo- 
nels compared to 935 this year, 
401 majors compared to 1709, and 
1427 captains compared to 3007

Future Infantrymen May 
Lug Their Own A-Weapons 


WASHINGTON. — The Army is 
working on atomic weapons that 
could be used by infantrymen, the 
way machine guns and bazookas 
are used now. ~* 

These atomic weapons, which 
would give infantrymen the strik- 
ing power of thousands of tons of 
TNT, would be about the size of 
a softball or volleyball. Army re- 
searchers say there are no insur- 
mountable reasons why the new 
weapons cannot be devised. 

Reports on these infantry A- 
weapons were substantiated last 
week when Lt. Gen. James M. 
Gavin referrd to them on a tele- 
vision show. Gavin was in charge 
of Army research and development 
until he retired last month. 





Presumably, the new weapon 
would be handled by a crew of 
men, the way machine guns and 
mortars are operated today. But 
planners hope to make the weap- 
on so small that one man could

Pay Form 


_Now, Army Advises 


WASHINGTON.—The Army this week published a 
“warning order” on its new form for proficiency pay recom- 
mendation, saying that all commanders and supervisors 
should get to know the form before pro pay is put into effect 





soon. 

Key element of the new form, 
which appears as Figure 1 of DA 
Circular 611-12, is the-rating sec- 
tion. Here the supervisor (an en- 
listed squad, section, platoon or 
similar small unit leader in grade 
E46 or higher) and the unit com- 
mander (usually the company com- 
mander or another officer in the 
grade of first lieutenant or higher) 
give a judgment, which is reduced 
to a numerical value, of an indi- 
vidual’s ability in a specific MOS. 

Proficiency payments will be 
awarded by The Adjutant General 
based on the new form (which is 
DA form 2094-R, to be locally re- 
produced) until the enlisted evalu- 
ation system goes into effect. 


The circular says that proficiency 
payments will go to men in jobs 
carrying an MOS determined “crit- 
ical” by the reenlistment rate and 
training investment, 

The evaluation form asks 10 
questions through whith the rater 
and the indorser indicate the 
variations in skill, ability and per- 
formance on a scale of 1 to 10. 

The numerical values of the an- 
swers are totalled and divided by 
the number of questions answered 
to achieve a rating score.

RATER AND INDORSER are 

asked: 





“Compared to all “the other 





men/women that you have known 
in this MOS...” 

“A. How well does he under- 
stand what to do without detailed 
instructions?” 


7. How well does he take 
proper action in the absence: of 
others?” 

“C. How persistent is he in 
overcoming obstacles in his work?” 

“D. To what extent does he try 
to learn more about his job?” 

“E. How well does he know the 
technical aspects of his job?” 

“F. How well does he cooperate 
with others on the job?” 
<“G. How well does he receive 
and carry out your orders?” 

“H. How effective is he as a 
leader?” 


“I, How well does he’ perform 
the duties for which he is being 
rated?” 

“J. How well does the applica- 
tion of his technical knowledge 
indicate an advacement potential?” 

Based on the rating, the indi- 
vidual’s commanding officer will 
recommend a man for proficiency 
payments in section II of the new 
form. 

Section III of the appendix gives 
instructions to rater and indorser 
on filling out the rating section of 
the form.

Reg Change Cuts 
Vision Standard 
For West Point 


WASHINGTON. — The Army 
made it easier this week for men 
who wear glasses to get into the 
U.S. Military Academy at West 
Point. 

It changed the regulation on 
physical standards so that “any 
degree of uncorrected vision is ac- 
ceptable provided it is correctible 
with glasses to 20/20 in each eye.” 

The new rule is spelled out in 
Change 4 to AR 40-500. The change, 
however, doesn’t open West Point’s 
doors to everybody who wears 
glasses. It maintains restrictions on 
the refractive index error — or, 
in other words, there is still a limit 
on the thickness of the eyeglasses 
necessary for perfect vision. This 
limit has béen lowered slightly by 
Change 4.

THIS MONTH, all remaining on 
the recommended list for tempor- 
ary promotion to captain, except 
for a few whose files are withheld 
for various reasons, will be pro- 
moted. 

In order to meet June and FY 
1959 requirements, a_ selection 
board met this week to pick a hew 
recommended list. Officers from 
the Army, chaplains and WAC 
lists will be considered. The board 
will use the “fully qualified” meth- 
od of making selections. 

The Army gave the following 
AUS promotion eligibility dates 
as cut-off dates for the zone: Army 
list (except JAGC) 28 Feb. 1954; 
JAGC (Army list) 31 Aug. 1955; 
Chaplains list 31 Aug. 1955; WAC 
list 28 Feb. 1954. Last zone had 
July 31, 1953 as the cut-off date. 

Though this indicates a gain 
of seven months over the last list, 
it also shows that for most being 
considered, five years at least in 
grade of first lieutenant will have 
been completed before promotion. 
This is as much or more then the 
time required for permanent pro- 
motion to captain. 

The Officer Personnel Act says 
RA promotion to captain must 
come after seven years promotion 
list service. This is normally three 
years as an RA second lieutenant, 
four years as a permanent first. 

For AUS promotion, normally, 
it now appears, a man will have 
one-and-a-half years as a second 
lieutenant, more than five as a 
first, making seven years or the 
equivalent in active commissioned 
service of permanent promotion.

consideration, with a view towards

THE REGULATION goes on to 
say that unit commanders are not 
to make written or oral statements 
or commitments to individuals that 
there is a job for them with their 
unit. Assignment to a new unit 
through an exchange assignment 
or through “permissive reassign- 
ment” (see below) will get no 
assurance of stabilization in the 
new job. They will be “subject to 
the same assignment policies and 
procedures as other enlisted per- 
sonnel, including oversea move- 
ment if otherwise qualified.

THIS SUBPARAGRAPH says 
that individuals may request re- 
assignment to another area in the 
U.S. than the’ one in which serv- 
ing, at no expense to the govern- 
ment, where personal problems are 
involved which are so compelling 
as to qualify the individual for 
compassionate reassignment. 

This will be considered only if 
there is a grade and MOS vacancy 
at the station to which reassign- 
ment is asked. Reassignment is not 
to be approved solely because the 
individual has found a job for 
himself in another unit. There 
must be documentary evidence of 
a personal problem. The same re- 
quirements and limits on travel 
and goods shipment. apply as in ex- 
change assignment. 

* 


TWO OTHER TYPES of re- 
assignment are authorized. These 
are reassignment of those with 
“special qualifications,” including 
both “scientific and proféssional 
personnel” identified under AR 
611-211, and “spccialists’ identi- 
fied under AR 611-210, and of those 
with personal problems, commonly 
referred to as “compassionate~as- 
signment.” 

An individual who thinks the 
Army could use him better in-an- 
other job because of special qualifi- 
cations may also apply for reassign- 
ment. In doing so, the individual 
will submit his request through 
channels and will clearly outline in 
detail why he thinks he’d do bet- 
ter in another job and what his 
special qualifications are. The rea- 
sons for the request and the henefit 
that will accrue to the Army from 
reassignment must be clearly 
spelled out. 

In such cases, a request for trans- 
fer from a job in which the skills 
are being properly used merely to 
get to another unit where the same 
job is open is not to-be even con- 
sidered or processed. ‘

COMPASSIONATE reassignment 
requests are considered only when 
a problem exists which can be 
helped by assigning an individual 
to .one specific area. This particu- 
lar program is not new. The new 
factor is that carrying out of the 
program has been decentralized to 
major commanders and chiefs of 
technical services.

The Army will procede slowly 
to redistribute its people over the 
new nine-grade enlisted structure.

MEANWHILE, all promotion 
predictions for the coming 12 
months are being tossed out the 
window.

which is slightly better than was 
done this year) are obsolete be- 
cause of increased reenlistments be- 
yond expectations and the new 
nine-grade structure.

OVERSEAS ? 
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® EDITORIALS 
One Way? 


A serious fault in what the experts are 
pleased to call our “posture of défense” was 
recently touched upon here and, in the past 
two weeks, has come to public attention from 
several quarters, It lies in the divergent opin- 
ions held by our uniformed leaders on the 
kind of war this country might face, and the 
lack of direction given our defense effort 
by our civilian leaders. 

In this space on April 26 we said that be- 
fore rushing into a physical reorganization 
of the Pentagon, as the President wishes to 
do, it might be wise to'define “clear national 
objectives on which the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff can base a positive strategy, This has 
never been done; the delineation might help 
us form a better idea of the means of put- 
ting (the reorganization) into effect.” 

What was meant has been amply illus- 
trated lately by a variety of statements, 
official and semi-official and each opposed to 
one or another. In New York, Gen. oe 
Taylor expressed the Army view that 
ing Russian strength had led to a condition ‘of 
“mutual deterrence” in which she could de- 
stroy us, or vice versa. He said that we could 
assume, therefore that neither side would 
voluntarily start a nuclear war. From the 
same platform, Gen. Curtis LeMay derided 
this idea as a “myth” and said that for the 
very reasons stated “the danger of general 
war is on the increase.” 

Statements as typically opposed as this, 
voiced on a high level, are leading some ob- 
servers to the view that this inability to 
analyse the war threat, one way or the other, 
may merit much more concern than any 
plan to reshuffle the Pentagon. If we can- 
not figure out whether any conflict with the 
Soviet Union will result in (a) general] nu- 
clear war or (b) limited “fringe” warfare, 
then how can we prepare to meet the threat 
of either one? On the other hand, can we af- 
ford the time and money to prepare for both? 

Writing in the Air University Quarterly 
Review, Brig. Gen. Sidney F. Giffen stated 
it bluntly when he said it was “uncontro- 
versial” now that “there is no full agree- 
ment on how to prepare for war against the 
Soviet Union, or on how to prepare for lesser 
war. There is not even agreement as to 
whether unrestricted war can remain a 
choice for United States action.” 

He describes as something which “has 
disturbed the cohesiveness of our military 
thought” the idea that, in the presence of a 
nuclear stalemate, “the real danger may lie 
in piecemeal defeat through infiltration and 
through local wars.” 

Well, this Army argument may “disturb” 
Gen. Giffen as an Air Force man because it 
runs counter to the single-minded LeMay be- 
lief in bombers and bombs. Thus. baldly ex- 
pressing annoyance, though, does not suffice 
as a reasonable argument that we should 
give up all thought of preparing for limited 
war, So long as the Army, for example, is 
held responsible for checking an enemy 
wherever he transgresses, it should—and in- 
deed must—fight for the means by which 
to do so. But the best way to find a solution 
to the problem, assuming one must be found, 
is not by caterwauling at -one another like 
two small boys across a line toed in the dirt. 

We would not wish to impose any law 
calling for firm unanimity of opinion in such 
a vital area as this. But the answer to the 
question appears to be basic to our whole 
defense structure and therefore poses the im- 
perative that someone take the responsibility 
of saying: “This is the way to go.” 

The President, ultimately must be the 
one to do this. 
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Opening Up Top Grades 


By “ELEVEN-YEAR MAN” 
East Syracuse, N. Y. 


I have read of many plans to open up promotions for the top two en- 
listed grades. Here’s one for kicking around to see what others think of 
it. Allow former officers, now serving as enlisted men, to retire after 20 
years active duty in the highest grade they served, regardless of length 


of time served as an officer. 

I believe this would make available 
hundreds, and perhaps several thousand, 
promotions to the top two grades who have 
been waiting years and years. 

Many former officers have reverted to 
enlisted status without completing the re- 
quired 10 years commissioned service. 
Some lack days, some weeks, some months, 
and some years. Many of these who have 
20 years service are still serving as SFCs 
and master sergeants beeause they feel 
they cannot satisfactorily retire on that 
pay. So they are continuing towards 30 
years, when they can draw their maximum 
retired pay. 

a * * 


NOW, if these enlisted men could re- 
tire at their highest grade—mostly first 
lieutenants and captains are concerned, 
as most former majors cempleted 10 years 
commissioned service—I believe most 
would retire immediately and thus some 
deserving sergeants and SFCs could get 
that promotion, long overdue in many 
cases, 

Would this cost the government money? 
My answer is a “no” or “very little.” The 
reason is that they would be accepting 
lower retired pay based on 20 years serv- 
ice instead of higher retired pay based on 
30 years service, 

Under this plan, a former first lieuten- 
ant now serving as a master sergeant cOm- 
pletes 20 years active duty at age 39 and 
retires as a first lieutenant. As a retired 
first lieutenant he would draw $206 per 
month. Assume that he lives to age 69— 
as a retired first lieutenant he would draw 
$206 per month, amounting to $2472 per 
year or total for 30 years $74,160. 





This former first lieutenant now 
serving as a master sergeant decides to 
complete 30 years active duty and then 
retire. He would be 49 years of age. As- 
sume he lives to agé 69. As a retired first 
lieutenant he would draw $309 per month 
or $3708 per year. The total for 20 years 
would be $74,160, the same as if he retired 
after 20 years of active service. 


Now take the case of a captain, similar 
circumstances. After 20 years, as a re- 
tired captain he would draw $249 per 
month or $2988 per year, totaling $89,640 
for 30 years. This former captain, now 
serving as a master sergeant decides to 
complete 30 years active duty and then 
retire. $384 x 12 = $4608 x 20 years 

== $92,160 total. This is more than if he 
retived at the end of 20 years active duty. 

A life insurance company informed me 
that a man age 39 has a life expectancy 
of over 38 years, so 69 at death is some- 
what shorter than normal. Therefore, the 
government would save money in the ‘long 
run, 

As a master sergeant, either of these, 
after 20 years active duty, can retire and 
draw $152 per month. Give this group 
the opportunity to retire_on $206 or $249 
a month, and I believe most would take 
the opportunity. -

I REALIZE different ages and service 
will give different figures, some in re- 
verse of what I have shown. But overall 
the money. expended in the long run would 
be approximately the same under the two 
systems. 

Since the top two grades are now sty- 
mied, this may be a method to assist in 
breaking the block.

in Soviet-supplied ships. The pros- 
pect for Sumatra appears to be de- 
sultory guerrilla warfare, with few 
casualties but continued disruption 
of the economy. 

It is in the eastern part of the} 
archipelago, however, that the| 
really dangerous situation is devel- 
oping. 

Here the rebel stronghold is in 
northern Celebes, the district of 
Menado which has always been 
noted for tough fighting men, The 
Menadoese in colonial times used 
to supply a large proportion of the 
native troops of the Netherlands 
Indies army. Today they are the 
center of resistance to the Commu- 
nist-infiltrated government which 
is trying to rule Celebes and the 
other “outer” islands from Java. 

Air power is the key to the mili- 
tary situation now developing. 

The anti-Communist regime at 
Menado seems to have acquired 
several old-fashioned propeller 
planes and pilots to fly them. With 
these it is pursuifg a policy of 
blockade, directed against shipping 
without too much regard for the 
nationality of the ships attacked. 

One British tanker is known to 
have been set on fire at the oil port 
of Balikpapan, in East Borneo, and 
there have been reports of attacks 
on other foreign ships trading to 
Indonesian harbors. 

The purpose of the rebels 
quite clear: 

They want to wreck the eco- 
nomic base of President Sukarno’s 
government in the hope of bring- 
ing that government down, er of 
forcing it to accept a compromise 
peace which would give the outer 
islands the autonomy they seek. 

Seizure of additional airfields on 
the islands of Halmahera and Mo- 
lotai by the rebels gives wider 
scope to their rather short-range 
aircraft. Unless the Sukarno gov- 
ernment can find some means of 
stopping the air raids, the whole 
of the East Maluku island group— 
never favorable to Sukarno—may 
be in the rebel camp before long, 
together with part if not all of the 


larger island of Celebes.

The Australian gov- 
ernment has already made clear 
its firm opposition to -Sukarno’s 
ambitions in Netherlands New 
Guinea, and an autonomous East 
Indonesia would provide a welcome 
shield for this area against future 
Indonesian expansionist tenden- 
cies.

Senate Passes 
GI Tariff Bill 


WASHINGTON. — The Senate 
this week passed and sent to the 
President a bill to continue the 
privilege of bringing household and 
personal goods into the country 
duty-free when. traveling under 
government orders. 

The bill extends the privilege un- 
til July 1, 1960. The present law 
was due to expire June 30. 

The Senate Finance Committee, 
which held hearings on the bill 
before it passed, said the measure 
constituted an important morale 
factor and inducement to overseas 
service. 

The law is needed, the group 
said because of “the continued 
presence in many parts of the 
world of members of: the armed 
forces of the United States.” 

The law also applies to members

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New Military Pay Plan @ 


By JOHN J. FORD 


RE IS a complete analysis of 
the military pay raise bill, 
HR 11470, in its final form. 
EFFECTIVE DATE: The bill 
becomes effective the first day of 
the’ month following the month in 
which it is enacted. The Presi- 
dent will sign it in May, which 
means it becomes effective Jiine 1, 


BASIC PAY: The adjoining 
tables accompanying this report 
give the new basic pay rates for 
officers, warrant officers and en- 
listed men. In all cases, the pay 
rates are those contained in the 
Senate bill. These are below 
what the House originally passed 
and above what Defense asked for. 

There is no raise for anyone 
with less than two years service. 

For those with more than two 
years service, the minimum raise 
is six percent for all- but about one 
percent of the total military per- 
sonnel. The one percent consists 
almost entirely of lower grade en- 
listed and some O-2s of long serv- 
ice. A saved-pay clause keeps pay 
at May 31 rate for those who other- 
wise would lose pay. 

The six percent minimum is to 
recognize the rise in cost of living 
since the last raise in 1955. For 
higher ranks the raises go as high 
as 47 percent for officers and 44 
percent for enlisted men as an in- 
centive to retain experienced high- 
quality personnel. 

A special table, printed with 
this report, provides added longev- 
ity increases for officers with ‘four 
Or more years’ enlisted service. 
The Senate had changed: this to 
six years but in the final rewrite, 
House-Senate leaders put it back 
to four years. But the four years 
must be active duty service. 

This provision was necessary be- 
cause the bill cuts down on the 
number of longevity increases for 
the lower officers grades and with- 
out the special table sénior enlisted 
men would take a pay cut to be- 
come officers. 

In all cases except O-7, O-6s and 





O-5s, the highest basic pay for any 
grade provided by the bill is as |

Up till now, O0-9s and O-10s have 





received basic pay of O-8s, with an 
additional increment of $100 aj} 
month for O-9s and $200 a month | 
for O-10s. They have had od 
pay based only on O-8 pay. 

The new enlisted grades of E-8 
and E-9 are limited to two percent 
and one percent, respectively, of 
the total enlisted strength. A 
man has to complete eight years 
of service before being eligible for 
E-8 and 10 years before being eli- 
gible for E-9.

This provision makes it clear 
that if an E-6 or E-7 with less than 
eight years service gets E-8 pro- 
pay, he isn’t going to get a longev- 
ity increase any sooner than a man 
who makes E-8 as an actual rank. 

The same provosion holds for 
E-9. The bill makes it clear that 
an E-7 or E-8 who gets E-9 pro-

The secretary of each service 
can elect which of the two sys- 
tems to use for his service and he 
prescribes the skills which rate 
proficiency pay, the amounts of 
pay for each proficiency rating, 
and the criteria for deciding when| 
a man has attained the necessary | 
proficiency. He can also increase, 
decrease or abolish proficiency pay | 
for any skill when he feels it nec- 
essary.

‘ However, each secretary’s deter- 
minations on proficiency pay shall 
be in accordance with regulations 
prescribed by the Secretary of De- 
fense. This was put in by Congress 
to insure a uniform definition 
among the services as to what con- 
stitutes a skill and what measure 
of training is required to qualify 
for proficiency pay. The Secretary 
of Treasury sets the regulations for 
pro pay in the Coast Guard.

Doctors, ~ dentists and _ vetérin- 
arians are not eligible for responsi- 
bility pay. They get special pay for 
their professional skill now. 

The provision, written by the 
Senate, waé retained in the final 
bill, but was amended to cut out 
any reference to “command or staff” 
positions. The legislators wanted 
to avoid any reference to cOnven- 
tional military definitions of “com- 
mand and staff.” They were afraid 
the “human element” would lead 
to too much rewarding of staff jobs. 

The legislators said they wanted 
the pay to go to a man in a job of 
unusual responsibility without limi- 
tation as to whether the man was in 
a staff or command billet. They 
also wanted importance placed on 
the position, as well as on the indi- 
vidual performance of the man. 

Example of jobs that would get 
the new pay are a wing command 
in’ SAC, certain regimental: com- 
manders in the Army or Marine 
Corps, certain commanders of Na- 
val vessels, officers in charge of 
engineering or missile projects, or 
some other critical scientific en- 
deavor.

LONGEVITY: The longevity 
system — increasing pay at regu- 
lar intervals on the basis of total 
years of service — is maintained in 
the pay bill. But longevity in- 
ereases are cut off earlier. A man 
must eontinue to improve and 
move up te earn pay increases. The 
bill stops longevity increases at the 
normal promotion points.

RETIRED PERSONNEL: 
Those already retired will re- 
ceive a ‘six percent increase in 
retired pay, with the exception 
of three-star and four-star of- 
cers. This six percent increase 
applies to those on retainer pay 
— such as fleet reservists. 

RETIRED 0-9s, 0-1@s: Retired 
0-9s and 0-10s will compute their 
retired pay on the basis of the 
active duty pay they received, in- 
cluding their monthly increments.

Raises Questions |

The big news from 





space is that an artificial satellite 
runs ‘into incredible amounts of 
radiation when it goes’ more than 
600 miles away from the earth. 
The second Sputnik and both Ex- 
plorer satellites reported it. (The 
first Sputnik did not 80 far enough 
to run into this 
and Vanguard 
is not instru- 
mented for it). 
The _ radiation 
appears in the 
form of X-rays, 
the same kind 
of X-rays which 
are used in 
medical diagno- 
sis. 

These X-rays 
in space are not 
the same as cos-

mic rays, of which there are fewer 
than expected, and they also do 
not have a direct connection with 
the X-rays believed to come from { 





the sun. To understand what is 
going on we have to take a quick 
look at a hydrogen atom first. 


PROTON and ELECTRON 


A hydrogen.atom consists of two 
particles only. One is the heavy 
particle in the center, positively 
charged electrically, which is 
called the proton. Around the pro- 
ton races a single electron, nega- 
tively charged and much lighter | 
than the proton; the mass of the 
proton is about 1840 times that | 
of the electron. If you have a lone’ 
proton racing through space you 
have a “cosmic ray.” If you have 
a lone electron going through 
space you simply have an electren, 

If you had asked a scientist half 
a year ago whether one could ex- 
pect*free electrons in space he 
would probably ‘have answered: | 
“of course” and ‘that would have 
ended the discussion. The same 
scientist would have been happy | 
to explain to you what happens | 
when you squirt a stream of elec- 
trons against a metal plate. 

That plate, he would have Said, 
then gives off radiation of a very 
short wavelength, namely X-rays. 
In fact, the way you produce} 
X:rays is to shoot a stream of’ elec- 
trons into a metal target in a 
vacuum tube.

Strangely enough, nobody seems 


to have had the thought of put- 
ting these two items of informa- 
tion together. Naturally, when the 
free-electrons in space hit a tar- 
get as, for example, an artificial 
satellite, X-rays must be produced. 

And this is just what happens; 
when there is no artificial satel- 
lite, all you have in space is clouds 
of free electrons, in astonishing 
numbers. But when an artificial 
satellite comes along, the X-ray 
tube is complete and X-rays are 
produced. 


600 MILES AWAY 


It seems that the earth’s mag- 
netic field keeps these electron 
clouds at a distance of more than 
600 miles:—Below that altitude is 
no ‘X-ray danger; how far the dan- 
ger zone extends is not yet known. 

It is fairly unimportant that one 
can now say that this could have 





been foreseen and should have 
been expected. What is important | 
is that we now know enough to 
ask intelligent questions. This dis- 
covery has opened a whole new 

research program. What must be | 
done next is to find out more | 
The first point probably | 
is to check how far out such X-ray! 
producing free electrons are pres- 
ent in considerable numbers. 


| DIFFERENT QUANTITIES 


One more way of checking the 
theory would be to fire two satel- 


| lites-of equal size and shape into 


nearly identical orbits. While 
these two satellites should be of 
equal size and shape they should} 
be different otherwise. One should | 
have a hull of a heavy metal, say | 
tungsten. The other should be) 
quite light, and, if at all possible, 
{not metallic at all but should be 
made, say, of fiber glass: The| 
point here is that two satellites of 
such different materials , should 
produce different quantities of 
X-rays. 

Other experiments along this 
line can be devised, but the first 
jobs are to check the theory itself 
and to find out at what distance 
from the ground this unusual 
X-ray production takes place. 

At least we now know what ques-

Radiological 


Safety Course 


Started by Chemical Corps 


FORT McCLELLAN, Ala. — The 
Chemical Corps has added a two- 
week course in radiological safety 
to the curriculum of the Chemical 
Corps School here. The first class 
in this new course began on May 
12. 

The radiological safety course 
was planned and developed by the 
Chemical Corps because of a grow- 
ing need for instruction in this 
field. It is designed to train offi- 
cers and civilian personnel to plan 
for, detect, and supervise control 
of hazards associated with the stor- 
age, handling, and use of radioac- 
tive materials. 

The course includes instruction 
in the fundamentals of radiation 
protection; radiation safety regula- 
tions and -procedures; and radio- 
logical laboratory exercises and in- 
strumentation. 

Officers’ and civilian personnel 


must have actual or anticipated as- 
signments to duties involving radi- 
ological hazards to be eligible to at- 
tend the course. In addition, a 
comprehension of elementary phy- 
sics, algebra and logarithms is re- 
quired. 

The course will be offered on a 
continuing basis, the number and 
frequency of classes depending 
upon Army requirements. Because 
of immediate interest in the course 
by several Army agencies, a sec- 
ond class has been scheduled for 
next month. Six classes are plan- 
ned for the next fiscal year.

Draft ‘Poisons’ Services 
Military Experts Report 


NEW YORK. — The draft has 
“poisoned” the armed forces and 
should be abolished in favor of a 
professional service, a group of 
military manpower experts de- 
clared this week. 

Quoted in an article in the new 
issue of Look magazine, the group 
—including Sen. Mike Mansfield 
and General Electric president 


| Ralph Cordiner—warned that the 


selective service: system “fails 
miserably.’ to meet the standards 
set by the threat of the nuclear 
space-age. 

They cautioned, however, that 
the draft should not be aban- 
doned without a substitute sys- 
tem that would keep the armed 
forces at its present strength of 
2.5-million men. 


Mansfield, Montana Democrat, 


said he finds serious weaknesses in 


the draft. He reported that one 
third of the 179,000 draftees of 
1957 were rated “dull” or below 


| normal in intelligence. 
Cordiner said that modern war 
technology “makes it almost im- 


| possible to train a specialist in 


two years.’ 

“I talked to hundreds of enlisted 
men,” Cordiner told Look, “and 
found antagonism and bitterness 


over the draft. They were check- 
ing off the days until they got out. 





We must devote 25 per cent of our 
military effort to training men 
who don’t stay~”’ 

Leadership, too, is impaired, 
said one Pentagon official, who 
claimed that “80 per cent of our 
officers below the rank of general 
are draft-motivated.”

Hundreds on Retired List 
To Get New Rank, Back Pay 


WASHINGTON. — Hundreds of 
retired Reserve component officers 


will be one © May 31 “Christ- 
mas present” from the Army as a 
result of the Comptroller General’s 
reluctant acceptance of the Court 
of Claims ruling in the Tracy, 
Budd and Lowell cases. 

In essence, the ruling was that 
a Reserve component officer, re- 
tiring for physical disability, will 
retire in his permanent Reserve 
grade if it is higher than the 
active duty grade from which he 
is retiring. 

Before these rulings, such re- 
tirements have been in the active 
duty grade, so that physical dis- 
ability retirement of Reserve com- 
ponent officers has differed from 
Title II retirement for service of 
Reserve component officers who 
have always been permitted to re- 
tire in their Reserve grade if it 
was higher than their active duty 
grade, 


* * *. 


THE NEW decision does not ap- 
ply to persons retired for disabil- 
ity before Oct. 1, 1949, when the 
Career Compensation Act took ef- 
fect. The Court of Claims has yet 
to consider a claim in which an 
officer was retired before that date 
while holding Reserve rank higher 
than that in which serving on AD 
when he was retired for disability. 


As a result of the Tracy, et al, 
case ruliings and the GAO amend- 
ment — a March 7, 1958 opinion 
numbered B-123643 — the Army 
has published amendments to re- 
tirement orders for 451 such re- 
tired officers. In all cases, grades 
have been adjusted upward (in- 
cluding pay grade as well as re- 
tired grade) by one grade, except 
in one. The one exception applies 
to Maj. Gen. Spencer H. Mitchell, 
who has been retired as a colonel. 

* - « 


RETIREMENT ORDERS as far 
back as April 1950, were amended. 
In every case, individuals affected 
will be collecting back retired pay 
from the date of retirement to the 
present, as of their new grades. 
The pay will be the difference be- 
tween retired pay for the grade in 
which originally retired and the 
new grade awarded in the Special 
Order (DA SO 88, paragraph 31, 
dated May 1, 1958). 

Four of those on the list are now 
dead. In these cases, their sur- 
vivors or estates have a claim for 
the pay difference. 

Department of the Army officials 
said there would be a few more 
grade adjustments, and that any 
claims that come in to the Retired 
Activities people or the Separation 
Branch would be checked out. In 
addition, there may be other sur- 
vivors or estates that have claims. 

* * w 


UNLIKE some of the other serv- 
ices, the Army has originated the 
correction of records. The other 
services have, some of them, re- 
quired that application be made. 


There are also cases of enlisted 
personnel retiring for disability 
who held Reserve commissions. 
Warrant officers also who hold 
commissions or grades in the Re- 
serve higher than their active duty 
grade at the time of physical dis- 
ablity retirement may also be af- 
fected. Questions like. these are 
being referred to the General Ac- 
counting Office for Comptroller 
General decision. 

The Tracy et al decisions seem 
to have opened up a wide area 
of claims and possible claims which 
are being processed and consid- 
ered by the Adjutant General’s Of- 
fice, the Comptroller, Finance and 
the Judge Advocate General’s Of- 
fice. It is likely to be a year or

RADFORD: Adm. Arthur W. 


.| Radford, retired chairman of the 


Joint Chiefs of Staff, is the one of- 
ficer who lost most in the House- 
Senate com . As the bill 
finally stands, he will get a maxi- 
mum retired pay of an already re- 
tired four-star officer, $1014 a 
month. Gen. Bradley, the other 
former JCS Chief, is retired under 
a special law. 

Under the Senate version of the 
bill Radford would have been able 
to compute pay on the new 
scale of $1875 for JCS chiefs, which 
would have put his retired pay over 
$1400 a month. ? 


RECALL: Officers recalled to ac- 
tive duty from the retired list 
must serve at least one year before 
return to retired status if they wish 
to recompute their retired pay on 
the new pay scales. Officers who 
received an honorary promotion on 
retirement because of a citation re- 
ceived in combat, would have to 
serve two years on active duty in 
the higher rate before returning 
to the retired list if they wish to 
recompute according to the new 
scales. 

RESERVES: With the excep- 
tion noted below, there is no 
change in the equasion of Re- 
serve pay to active duty pay. 
Reservists and Guardsmen tak- 
ing weekly drills and annual 
training tours will be paid ac- 
cording to the new pay scales for 
their ranks. 

COMBINED SERVICE: A special 
provision prevents the use of non- 
active service as active duty serv- 
ice in computing retired pay. This 
provision applies to the special 
cases of officers who serve 20 years 
on active duty and then remain in 
the Reserve for 10 years or so be- 
fore going on the retired list. As

SPECIAL MONEY: The special 
increments of $100 for O-0s and 
$200 for O-10s are discontinued, be- 
cause these ranks are now recog- 
nized as pay grades. But the per- 
sonal money allowances of the top 
officers and service chiefs continue 
in effect. This allowance is $4000 
a year for a service chief and the 
chairman of the JCS, $2200 a year 
for four-star officers and $500 a 
year for three-star officers. 

SAVING CLAUSE: A saving 
clause provides that no person 
shall suffer a reduction in basic 
or retired pay or survivor pay as 
a result of this bill. 

SURVIVOR BENEFITS: The for- 
mual for computing survivor bene- 
fits remains the same but the rates 
will be higher because it’s figured 
on the new, higher pay scales. This 
includes those already getting sur- 
vivor payments. 

PRIOR PAYMENTS: A special 
provision provides that those re- 
turning home from active duty or 
active duty for training may be paid 
off before leaving their last duty 
station, including pay for travel 
home. The provision states a man 
is entitled to the pay whether or 
not travel is performed and also 
provides that if a man is paid and 
then dies before the travel is per- 
formed, the government cannot re- 
cover the money. 

This section was put in for re- 
servists who up till now had to 
wait until they got home to be paid, 
sometimes facing delays before get- 





ting the travel money. 





WASHINGTON—Not too far in 
the future Army dentists should 
be able to give painless dental in- 
jections, using a jet device instead 
of a needle to give anesthesia. 

Results of preliminary studies on 
the first basic change in injection 
method in the history of dentistry 
are reported in “Jet Injection 
Local Anesthesia in Dentistry,” the 
lead article in the May issue of the 
Armed Forces Medical Journal. 

Reporting on 66 Cases, Army 
Medical Services Lt. Cols. P. M. 
Margetis, E. P. Quarantillo, and 
R. B. Lindberg found that routine 
dental’ operations and _ surgery 
could be accomplished painlessly 
by the use of a-jet injector. The 
six-inch Jong. injector shoots liquid 
into the tissues at a speed of about 
700 feet per second. Power source 
is a spring-activated plunger—the 
injector contains six springs which 
are compressed by winding and re- 
leased by pushing a button. 

In addition to the removal of 
pain from the operation—all 66 
persons in the study reported no 
pain during injection—the new 
method of anesthetizing eliminates 





the hazard of needle fracture and

reduces the danger of transmitting 
infectious hepatitis.

THE JET INJECTION method 
has several disadvantages, the most 
serious being that it causes some 
bleeding. In 28 percent of the 
cases there was no bleeding; in 59 
percent, only slight bleeding. In 
13 percent of the cases there was 
“moderate to heavy bleeding” 
which, however, was “easily con- 
trolled by holding a_ two-inch 
sterile gauze pad with pressure 
over the puncture for one to two 
minutes,” according to the article 
in the Journal. 

The ,injector, single-shot and 
hand-operated, is manufactured by 
the R. P. Scherer Cerporation of 
Detroit.

FORT BLISS, Tex: —A small group of highly-trained 


technicians and engineers at Fort Bliss has the job of testing 


all the Army’s surface-to-surface missiles and free flight 


rockets for use by combat troops. 


The 34 enlisted men, 18 officers 
and five warrant officers of the 
Missile Division of the Army Ar- 
tillery Board often are required to 
travel from the jungles to the Are- 
tic in testing such weapons as the 
Honest John and Little John rock- 
ets, the Dart anti-tank missile and 
short range and medium range 
ballistic missiles. 

The board conducts tests 
under simulated combat condi- 
tions, in every type of climate 
where troops may be required to 
fight. 

Testing of the missiles and rock- 
ets by the board varies in time 
from two months to two years. Re- 
sults determine whether the equip- 
ment is accurate, reliable, maneu- 
verable, transportable by helicop- 
ter or other means, and adaptable 
to use during combat by the aver- 
age soldier.

AT THE Dona Ana, Oro Grande 
and Hueco ranges of the Army Air 
Defense Center and at White Sands 
Proving Ground, N. M., the Missile 
Division tests the Honest John and 
Little John rockets, close support 
missiles such as Lacrosse, anti- 
tank missiles and short range mis- 
siles such as the Corporal. 

The board is also concerned with 
the Sergeant, Redstone and Persh- 
ing ballistic missiles and their as- 
sociated warheads and works on 
approximately 10 to 30 different 
projects at a time.

ABERDEEN PROV. GROUND, 
Md.—Sometimes the Army finds 
that transferring one man overseas 


can be more complicated than it 
sounds. 

That’s what R. B. Murphy, traffic 
manager at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, discovered last week after 
SP2 Frank H. Neuman was on his 
way to Stuttgart, Germany, with 
his unit, the 128th Evacuation Hos- 
pital. 

The Army feels that'a soldier’s 
family should accompany him on 
new assignments whenever possible 
and whenever the family desires 
it... and Specialist and Mrs. Neu- 
man and their seven children did 
desire it. 

The children ranged in age from 
one to seven years ... and were 
not exactly combat ready. But Mr. 
Murphy was, and he soon came up 
with the answer. 

The Army took Mrs. Neuman 
and the children directly to the 
train station in Aberdeen, and from 
here they went to Penn Station in 
New York, where they were met 
by Army sedans and taken to Fort 
Hamilton, N.Y., for lodging. 

From New York City, they were 
flown directly to Stuttgart, where 
they were met by the Army and 
SP2 Neuman 

And Mr. Murphy’s problem was 
solved - but, in three years, 
when Neuman’s tour of duty ends, 
somebody in Stuttgart is going to 
have a big problem .. . maybe 
even a bigger one

TESTING conducted by the Mis- 
sile Division is so complex only 
highly-trained personnel are used. 

“All our men are highly intelli- 
gent and have better than average 
education, especially in the field of 
electronics,” Col. De Rita said. 

The officers are either graduates 
of the Guided Missile School or 
held master’s degrees fram civilian 
colleges. The enlisted men have 
been trained in ordnance schools, 
service schools and guided missile 
schools, 

Testing weapons in different eli- 
mates is a major problem, Col. De 
Rita said. In order to get an accu- 
rate picture of the missile’s or 
rocket’s performance capabilities 
it has to be tested under conditions 
of extreme high temperature, ex- 
treme low temperature and high 
and low humidity. 

Security is another problem, Col. 
De Rita said. Often the board is 
testing a completely new weapon 
or piece of equipment that has not 
been made known to the public. 

All members of the Missile Di- 
vision have been cleared to handle 
secret information and many are 
authorized to handle “top secret” 
matters. 

“We have trouble finding quali- 
fied personnel,” Col. De Rita said. 
“First we need experienced field 
artillerymen who know what to ex- 
pect of a rocket or missile under 
combat conditions. 

“But these men must also pos- 
sess highly specialized skills in ad- 
dition to their experience,” he said.

Not All of the Army’s Men 
Keep Heads Above Water 


CAMP ZAMA, Japan. — Most 
Army men work on land. A small 
percentage works on the water and 
in the air. But only two soldiers 
in Japan perform their military 
jobs under the seas. 

SP1 Raymond A. Badgett and 
PFC Kenneth F. Pace hold the rare 
job of diving specialists. Assigned 
to the Transportation Terminal 
Command in Yokohama, they per- 
form their duties aboard the Army’s 
only diving unit in Japan, a 55 
foot craft, LCM 28990. 

Their main job is to maintain 
and repair pipe lines and buoys 
that are the property of the United 
States in Tokyo Bay and along the 
coast of Japan. Most of the work 
takes place near Koshiba where 500 
fuel pipe lines used by fuel tank- 
ers are located. The work varies 
from refitting pipes or broken lines 
and moorings to welding and cut- 
ting new pipe and chain segments. 
The action of sea erosion on the 
pipes requires periodic surveillance 
all along the 4970 foot lines. 

* . + 


THE DANGERS arising from 
underwater diving require the in- 
dividual to be in top physical shape 
and to possess complete knowledge 
of the danger of water pressures. 

Especially while welding under 
water is the danger greatest. 

Water being a great conductor 

of electricity, if the diver just 
barely touches the welding torch 
to any part of his helmet, a hole 
will be blown in and he would 

drown. 

Although the diver’s role is most 
dangerous, he depends on his top- 
side tender to help him in all 
phases of his work. It is the tender’s 
job to first dress the diver, along 
with another helper, and then to 
maintain proper slack in the cables, 
send tools and equipment below, 
and to keep:a constant watch on 
the proper amount of air supply. 

The job of a diver requires a 
great deal of work. Fully garbed 
in his diving suit, which weighs 
197 pounds, it is cumbersome and 
strenuous to work even in buoyant 
waters. 

The process of dressing in the 





diver’s suit is systematic. Starting 
with a special, extra. warm type of 
woolen underwear, the diver then 
is slipped into an 18 pound canvas- 
covered India rubber diving suit. 
The next step is the canvas shoes 
with heavy lead soles weighing 20 
pounds each. Next, the diver puts 
on a 26 pound breastplate made of 
copper and tin. Around the mid- 
dle goes an 85 pound heavy lead 
belt, and lastly a 28 pound helmet 
is fastened on sealing the diver 
completely. 


Most of the work in Tokyo Bay 
is done at depths of 70-90 feet allow- 
ing the diver a safe margin of 43 
minutes underwater at the mini- 
mum depth. Although his rate of 
descent may be 75-80 feet per 
minute, in order to allow for 
decompression, his rate of ascent 
must never exceed 25 feet per 
minute.

Missiles to Replace Tanks 
At Entrance to Fifth Army 


CHICAGO—The “pruning knife” 
of a welder’s torch has dismantled 
the two light War II tanks which 
have been long-familiar landmarks 
in front of the Fifth Army head- 
quarters at 1660 East Hyde Park 
Boulevard. 

They will be replaced by _two 
Army guided missiles, symbolic of 
the present-day, pentomic Army 
which launched America’s first 
satellite, the Explorer. 

Placement of the Missile 
guardians on the same sites is 
scheduled, with appropriate’ cere- 
mony, by mid-summer; Actual mis- 
sile shells will be used, and spe- 
cial bases must be installed to con- 
vert them to static display. 

One will be the Nike Ajax which 
has been safeguarding the metro- 
politan Chicago area since 1954. 
The Ajax is forerunner to the new 
Nike Hercules,..a larger, more 


powerful missile with nuclear war- 
head capability. 
Named after the winged goddess 


of Victory in Greek mythology, the 
Nike guided missile system was the 
result of 10 years of Army research, 
development and engineering. The 
Ajax missile is 20 feet long and 
about one foot in diameter, with 
two sets of tail fins. 
- * * 

THE OTHER missile to be in- 
stalled will be the four-year-old Cor- 
poral,. predecessor to the Armry’s 
new surface-to-surface guided pro- 
jectile, the Sergeant, which will 
have improvements over the Cor- 
poral’s capabilities in power, range 
and accuracy. 

Equipped with either an atomic 
or conventional type warhead, the 
presently operational Corporal 
zeroes-in on tactical targets at 
ranges up to 75 miles away. 

The Corporal missile travels 
through space at several times the 
speed of sound. Corporal battalions 
are in regular training in this 
country and have been deployed to 
Europe.

HEODORE White has an amaz- 
ing literary batting average.

He 
has to weigh decisions involving 
the relative value of one American 
soldier and a swarm of starving 
Chinese refugees; ‘others involving 
the amount of effort to be spent in 
retribution for the death of several 
of his men.

THESE are hard decisions, and 
in making his choice Major Baldwin 
appears to be militarily inept. He 
seldom seeks advance information, 
he makes little effort to determine 
how close the enemy’ really is, he 
conveys his uncertainty and 
anxiety to the men under him.

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an airfield, blocks the main road 
(thereby dooming many thou- 
sands of civilians) and blows up~

RIEF reviews of a handful of the newest jazz 

LPs: 

@® “Sidney Bechet Has Young Ideas” (World 
Pacific 1236) finds the veteran soprano saxophonist 
backed by a modern rhythm section including 
French pianist Martial Solal. Not bad, and I sus- 

ect that a good many modern cats who have never 
istened closely to Bechet might learn some basic 
truths ages the jazz spirit and the importance 
of melody from listening to this. 

®@ Jimmy Cleveland, surely one of the best of 
the trombonists to gain national acclaim in the past 
few years, is featured on “Cleveland Style’ (Em- 
Arcy 36126). There are some good solos by Jim- 
my and some good charts by Ernie Wilkins, best 
known probably for his Count Basie arrangements. 
The septet includes a tuba. 

@® Roy Eldridge, one of the greatest trumpet 
players of them all, is backed by Russell Garcia 
and Strings on “That Warm Feeling” (Verve 2088). 
Happily, the tempos are not wavering and beatless 
as those that Bobby Hackett is forced to play upon 
when recording with Jackie Gleason’s strings. So 
for what this is, I'd say it’s excellent, but Eldridge 
enthusiasts may understandably become impatient 
with the set in the belief that it’s a shame to waste 
such a great talent on what is loosely called “mood 
music,” no matter how well done. Still, although a 
bright tempo here and there might have helped, 
it IS exceptionally fine mood music as well as an- 
other demonstration of Roy’s rare musicianship. 

® Barbara Carroll, one of the few females who 
has earned the right to be called a “jazz pianist” 
(Mary Lou Wilkins and Marion McPartland are two 
others who quickly come to mind) should please 
most everyone with her work on “Barbara” (Verve 
2095). Barbara has a sense of dynamics, and a 
sense of humor, that is lacking in a good many of 
her male contemporaries. But the liner notes should 
have included, amidst the references to Bartok, 
S. J. Perelman and Cezanne, the names of the other 
two musicians on the date. 

® Leroy Vinnegar is a very fine bassman as “The 
Leroy Vinnegar Sextet” amply illustrates (Con- 
temporary 3542). British vibes man Victor Feld- 
man is featured in the quintet. 

® Bud Freeman has some booting tenor solos 
on “Having Wonderful Time,” a generally pleasing 
group of reissues by the swing-era Tommy Dorsey 
Clambake Seven (RCA Victor 1643). Also note 
Johnny Mince’s clarinet. And Sinatra fans should 
be interested in Frank’s “Head on My Pillow” vocal 
which demonstrates how Sinatra sang before he be- 
gan to develop his style or, to speak more plainly, to 
sing like Sinatra. 

® Dinah Washington does a creditable job with 
some of the songs written, or made famous, by Fats 
Waller (EmArcy 36119). I think Fats, who made 
squares enjoy jazz in spite of themselves, would 
have liked it. 

® “The Jackie Paris Sound” (East-West 4002) 
might be termed a “popular music” album rather 
than a jazz set, but it is certainly one that most 
people interested in jazz will enjoy.. Superbly 
recorded, the one-time jazz guitarist sings a dozen 
standards (most of them ones not heard very often) 
with good taste, a beat, and a sense of fun. Tunes 
include I’ve Got a Pocketful of Dreams, You’re 
Getting To Be a Habit With Me, It’s a Pity To Say 
Goodnight, This Year’s Kisses, Someone’s Rocking 
My Dreamboat. There is some solid tenor sax work 
by Eddie Wasserman and some typically fine guitar 
by Barry Galbraith. Recommended to anyone who 
likes to hear a good tune well sung.

Barometers Low 
But Prices High 


By H. R. BAUKHAGE 


Wr doesn’t somebody do something about this here new depression? 
This question is on the lips of many as employment figures 
continue to lag while food prices insist on going in the opposite direction. 
The question, but not the answer, is raising a lot of sound and fury. 
among politicians. Most of the suggestions have been more furious 
than sound. 

Perhaps the best answer to why something isn’t being done is con- 
tained in the following headline in the Wall Street Journal: 

LAWMAKERS POLL 47 ECONOMISTS. 
GET ROUGHLY 47 DIFFERENT VIEWS 

You can’t treat a patient until you have diagnosed his ills. 

There are certain facts. There are certain figures. Figures don’t 
lie. Liars sometime figger’, we’re told. In this case it appears there is 
no quarrel with either the figures, such as they are, 
or with the figgers. It isn’t the facts—it’s the theories 
as the lawmakers who queried the economists found 
out—each had a different theory. 

One thing upon which most people agree, after 
scanning the statistics, is that the rate of the de- 
cline is moderating. Another is that the consumer 
is not increasing his general consumption. The latter 
unhappy fact offers a grain of comfort, for as the 
Monthly letter of the First National City Bank of 

















New York adduces: 
at “The only ‘certainty is that final demand. and | 
Baukhage tion and that sizeable inroads on inventories are 
being made.” 

The key word in that quotation, of course, is production, because 
the production index which by March had detlined by 12 percent in 
seven months, appears to be crawling downward still, though May fig- 
ures are not complete and in some areas there are signs pointing to | 
upturn. 

This doesa’t mean that there is sound evidence that the recession 
has hit bottom but it does show that in certain fields, strength is de- 
veloping which, if augmented in other areas would give hope that forces 
were rallying for a counterattack.

THE MACHINE tool industry, considered an important bell- 
wether, announced that new orders last month rose for the third month 
in a row after an eight-year low in December. 

The step-up in Defense contracts has helped in this field, of course, 
and represents one of the things that is being done by the government. 

One of the things which worries the laymen about the whole mixed 
up affair is the fact that, in spite of the low business barometer, the 
cost-of-living continues to go up. 

The best answers this writer has obtained to this question are: 

1. Consumer prices always tend to lag behind business conditions. 

2. High food prices. This is due chiefly to bad weather and also 
the fact that the cattle inventory was reduced as it always is when 
production becomes unprofitable—in January it had dropped to its 
lowest since 1952.

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Popularity of 3 Types of Cameras 
Closing Ground on Leading 35mm 


By JACOB DESCHIN 


ASIDE from the dominance of 

35mm _ photography, three lead- 
ing trends are making rapid head- 
way in contemporary photogenic 
practice. These are the growing 
preference for 35mm single-lens re- 
flex cameras, the increasing stature 
of the ultraminiature camera, which 
takes film 16mm and under, and 
the phenomenal upsurge of inter- 
est in amateur moviemaking. 

The reflex got a signifieant boost 
recently with 
the announce- 
ment that a re- 
flex version of 
the famous Con- 
tax; would be 
made public at 
the Photokina 
trade exhibit in 
Cologne this 
fall. The an- 
nouncement was 
u n accompanied 
by details, but 
the fact was made clear that the 
design would be top-level stuff 
and would include some new ideas. 
This product of Zeiss Ikon (Stutt- 
gart, Germany) probably will not 
be alone at the Cologne show, since 
it is likely that other manufac- 
turers have had similar ideas and 
will present reflex designs of their 
own. 

About a dozen 35mm cameras of 
this design already are available 
in the United States, including 
items from Germany, Japan, Switz- 
erland and Italy. Why the sudden 
swing to the reflex when it’s been 
around for almost two decades and 
only recently hit the jackpot of 
public favor? 

For one thing, there is the 
direct view and focus through 
the lens instead of by means of 
auxiliary devices, which means 
interchangeability of lenses of 
different focal length without 
bothering to change the finder. 
That we have had right along, 
of course. But the hitch has been 
that when the lens was stopped 
down, the image on the ground 
glass got so dark sometimes that 
you could not see it comfortably. 

Photographers began to look 
favorably toward the reflex when 
the pentaprism was introduced to 
permit eye-level viewing and 
focusing on a much _ brighter 
ground glass and non-reversed, as 
in waist-level reflex viewing. The 
next big shot in the arm for the 
reflex was the preset and the auto- 
matic diaphragm lenses, which al- 
low focusing and viewing with the 
lens wide open; the lens is closed 
down with a flick of the preset 
ring or automatically, just before 
the shutter is released for the pic- 
ture. 
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IN THE ULTRAMINIATURE (a 
kinder term than the better known 
“subminiature”’) field, production 
of new models is expanding per- 
haps (up to the moment)’ out of 
proportion to the actual demand. 
About a dozen or so of these cam- 
eras are on the American market. 

The leader continues to -be the 
German Minox, which is the Leica 
of the field in the sense of inno- 
vator, reputation and longevity (it

1300 Men 
Volunteer

COLORADO™~SPRINGS, Colo. — 
More than 1300 men volunteered 
for assignment to the. surface-to- 
air Nike missile units of the 
United States Army Air: Defense 
Command during April, according 
to an announcement by USARAD- 
COM Headquarters here. 

This is the largest number of 
enlistments and reenlistments into 
USARADCOM in any one month 
since direct recruiting into the 
command began on Jan. 1, 1956. 
The previous high for any month 
was 829 in January, 1957. 

More than 500 of the April 
total were enlistments directly 
from civilian life. 


The considerable increase is at- 
tributed to a recently revised regu- 
lation which permits new enlistees 
volunteering for USARADCOM to 
choose a metropolitan .area in 
which they wish to serve: April 
was the first full month since the 
inception of this new program on 
March 3. 

Previously, the privilege of 
choosing an area was reserved only 
for prior service personnel. 

In all, through the month of 
April, 15,386 men have been re- 
cruited into the Army Air Defense 
Command since direct recruiting 
was begun.

Want Draft Cut 
To 18 Months 


FORT ORD, Calif.: In your 19 
April issue of Army Times, there 
was an article pertaining to some 
300,000 draftees, and their wishes 
for having the draft made shorter. 

Since this is our critical time in 
life, it is also cutting the economy 
of the United States. As the’ previ- 
ous writer stated, most of these 
300,000 men are one third of the 
Army and in the age group of 21 
through 24, ready to settle down, 
but afraid to, due to the undeter- 
mined future that lies ahead of 
them. They are the ones who could 
help bring up the standards of liv- 
ing and aid in-ending this slump 
the nation is now undergoing. 

This motto, “You Auto Buy Now” 
is a good one, but why should the 
younger generation go into debt by 
doing so, when they will only have 
to sell the merchandise within a 
few months or a year. The markets 
are being flooded, but the most 
prospective buyers are being taken 
out of the buying field and increas- 
ing unemployment, where on ‘the 
other hand, if the active duty time 
were cut in half or down to I8 
months, the younger generation 
could be free to buy, helping bring 
up employment and standards. 

Most draftees are not interested 
in making the service a career, 
therefore do not put their all into 
the job they now do, making the 
cost of the service jump and wast- 
ing money that is needed in re- 
search fields. If their time were cut, 
the attitudes would change, the 
work become more efficient and 
the money waste less. 

The facts that are being pointed 
out are: that, if the draftees’ time 
were cut the Army and civilian 
population would both benefit 
economically. It also would cut 
the costs of the military and help 
the buying power in civilian life. 


True, it costs to train mersuineallll 


but it also costs to retain person- 
nel for long periods of time. By 
cutting the draft time and using 
the Reserve units, the service 
strength would not be weakened 
when the time came for manpower.

Rampaging Tiger 
Floored by CWO 








FORT LEE, Va.—A chief warrant officer at Fort Lee 
now participating in ‘Logex 58’, the Army’s largest peace- 
time logistical exercise, can lay claim to an unusual feat. 


CWO Howard P. Todd, one of 
the youngest warrant officers in 
the Army eligible to retire, holds 
the distinction of bagging a feroci- 
ous Indian tiger, 


At 39, Todd, who is now assignee 
to the lst Logistical Command of 
Fort Bragg, N.C., has already com- 
pleted 23 years of active federal 
service since first enlisting in Au- 
gust, 1935. He has been eligible for 
retirement since 1955.

AS a member of a military at- 
tache group assigned td the Ameri- 
can Embassy in Indo China in 
1955, Todd was well known among 
the local citizens for his hunting 
ability and expert marksmanship. 
When reports reached the embassy 
about a tiger who was solving his 
own logistical problems by the mid- 
night requisitioning of young water 
buffaloes, Todd secured a few days 
of leave and began the task of 
tracking down the predator. 


Armed with an M-1 rifle and the 
knowledge that Indian tigers kill 
some 32,000 domestic cattle each 
year, Todd’s hunting party headed 
for the troubled area. Accompan- 
ied by American big-game hunter 
Charlie Mullen, Todd arrived in 
Dalet, a large city in the mountain- 
ous section of Indo China. The in- 
habitants of the area were terri- 
fied, as Indian tigers, especially old 
males, were known to attack hu- 
mans if other prey was difficult 








to stalk. And this particular old 

male tiger had been raiding a near- 

by village with marked success.

MAUI natives built a tree stand 
and the hunters waited two days 
without success, as the tiger stayed 
clear of the area. Towards the 
third day, while Todd and a 
French guide shared the tree 
stand, the tiger approached. 

Just as dawn began to break, the 
tiger went after a deer which had 
been staked out for bait. A single 
armor-piercing slug from Todd’s 
unerring M-1 struck the beast be- 
hind the ear and it died instantly. 

When people doubt this story of 
Todd’s marksmanship, he patiently 
invites these doubting Thomases 
into his living room at Fort Bragg, 
where, resplendent in its natural 
color, is the tiger’s pelt. Although 
Todd has had the trophy for three 
years, and it has covered a promi- 
nent spot in his living room, the 
family cat still approaches it with 
an air of distrust and with notice- 
able caution.

To Mrs. T.Y.: Read your re- 
quest for information on trailer 
living and will try to help by giv- 
ing you my experience. 

First, and most important, buy 
one that is properly manufactured 
in an eastern state, or where win- 
ters are severe, so that you get top 


construction, durability and 
warmth. 
For a family of your size I 


recommend nothing smaller than a 


35-foot trailer. True, you can live 
in a smaller one, but it will be 
crowded and you will have no 


privacy. 

There are many wonderful trail- 
ers on the market but none can 
top the Spartan house trailers 
made in Tulsa, Okla. They have 
their own financing and are won- 
derful people tg do business. with. 
Check on each electric appliance 
and ask the dealer if he or the com- 
pany is responsible for defects. 
Spartan puts top quality appliances 
in theirs and they back them up. 
Otherwise you have to deal with 
each factory and that’s a head- 
ache, 

Another important thing is to 
get a trailer with a double floor. 
It is much easier to keep warm 
and protects underneath chassis. 

A good point for trailer living, 
everything is always together if it 
becomes necessary to move. Where 
else could one have a home fur- 
nished ready to move into, and 
gas in the tank ready for cooking, 
for the same price as what a home 
costs without furnishings? 

Without breaking it down, pay- 
ments and utilities should run 
about $125 monthly. That should 
include insurance, interest and 
cost. Prices vary, but you should 
be able to find a nice trailer park 
for $15, $18 or $20. Some places 
charge $25. They usually have a 
swimming pool and storage shed. 

Get a policy that covers you if 
anything happens to the head of 
the family. With such a policy 
the trailer becomes yours in the 
event of death. Companies realize 
that a woman with a family can 
seldom earn enough to meet pay- 
ments and take care of the chil- 
dren.

Plain Old Know-How Sells 
Cookbooks Like Hotcakes 


FORT MONROE, Va.—That little 
book is still going! FESTIVAL 
FOODS OF VIRGINIA is its title. 
Mrs. Ethel Wyman, wife of Gen. W. 
G. Wyman, CG of the U.S. Con- 
tinental Army Command, and Wil- 
lard T. Barker, a Newport News, 
Va. businessman, are its co-authors. 

Mrs. Wyman and Barker collect- 
ed recipes and put the cookbook to- 
gether last summer to raise funds 
for the Patrick Henry Hospital for 
the Chronically Ill, Warwick, Va. 

The pair debated long and heat- 
edly on whether the book’s first 
edition should number 1000 or 
3000 copies. They finally agreed on 
the larger order, had the cookbook 

rinted and launched initial sales 
ast August. 

Now, eight months later, Mrs. 
Wyman could not hide her jubila- 
tion as she handed over the ten- 
thousandth copy of the book at a 
meeting of the Women’s Auxiliary 
of Patrick Henry Hospital. Printers 
had just put out the-book’s sixth 
edition. 

The cookbook has found its way 
to every state in the union, over 
the seas to Hong Kong, Formosa, 
the Middle East and Europe, and to 
such far-flung outposts as New- 
foundland, Greenland and the 
DEW line. 


It even found a receptive cus- 
tomer in the First Lady, Mrs. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, who pur- 
chased a copy. The President’s 
recipe for mouth-watering: steaks 
is included in the book, along with 
many other tempting ones dating 
as far back as 1770. 

Both Mrs, Wyman and Barker 
said the book’s success is largely 
due to the taste-tempting recipes it 
contains and the simplicity of the 
preparation of each dish. Barker 
said he is sure, too, that Mrs. Wy- 
man’s dynamic personality has 
pushed the book’s sales “far be- 
yond the point one would expect a 
non-fiction book of its type to 
sell.” 

“It’s plain old know-how,” Mrs. 
Wyman pooh-poohed him. “This is 
the sixth cookbook I’ve put out,” 
she reminded him, “and if I don't 
know how to make them’sell now, 
Yll never learn!” 

“But just wait until next Spring,” 
she said. “Capt. William Hackett of 
CONARC’s Special Training Branch 
is going to climb Mt. Everest,” she 
explained, “and he has promised to 
take along FESTIVAL FOODS OF 
VIRGINIA.

Drug Stores Missing on Okinawa 


Okinawa is one of the Ryukyu Islands, stretching thinly 


from Formosa to Japan. 


It is a small island (smaller than 


Rhode Island) on which 800,000 people live. Army families 
find it an excellent spot from which to go sightseeing ‘and 


shopping in the Far East. 





This article on service living 
conditions on Okinawa was com- 
piled from information sup- 
plied by Mrs. John O’Malley, Hq., 
9ith AAA Group, Fort Buckner, 
APO 331, San Francisco, Calif.; 
MSgt. A. Buti, Hq. Det. USATC 
Ryukyu Islands, APO 331; and a 
third person who prefers to re- 
man unidentified. 


GOVERNMENT HOUSING 


Detached and duplex houses are 
supplied on Okinawa. They are 
of very good quality and have two, 
three and four bedrooms. The 
bedrooms, however, are generally 
considered to be too small. Oil 
heat is supplied and it is considered 
adequate except on very cold days. 

Electricity is 110, AC. Trans- 
formers are not needed to operate 
American electrical appliances. 

Cook stoves, refrigerators and 
hot water heaters are installed. 


Drapery material is usually sup- 
plied, but each occupant must sew 
her own. 

Laundry facilities are limited to 
two stationary washtubs located 


on the back porch. 

The monthly cost for telephone 
service is approximately $3 A 
charge of $1.25 is made for installa- 
tion, 

No charge is made for electricity 
or gas. This is included in the 
rental allowance. 

Trash and garbage are picked up 


by truck twice weekly. 
HOUSING ON LOCAL 
ECONOMY 
It is not permissible to rent 


dwellings from natives, 


No families live in trailers on 
Okinawa. 


SCHOOLS 


Nursery, kindergarten, elemen- 
tary and high schools are located 
on the island. There is no college. 
A $10 monthly charge is made for 
the use of the nursery and kinder- 
garten. 

Bus transportation is supplied 
for school children. 


SHOPPING FACILITIES 


About the only facilities Ameri- 
cans ar used to, which are not to 
be found here, are drug stores, 
laundromats, drive-in movies, and 
department stores. 


Commissary, PX and clothing 
store facilities are located fairly 
near housing areas. All three are 
inadequately supplied at times. 
There is a lack of fresh vegetables 
in the commissary and the cuts of 
meat are poor. The PX regularly 
runs out of essentials. The cloth- 





ing store is not adequately stocked 
with adult and children’s clothing. 


It is possible and advisable to 
shop through Sears and Montgom- 
ery-Ward catalogs, but it takes a 
long time for items to arrive from 
the States. 

Prices in native stores are usual- 
ly higher for comparable PX items. 
Native items are cheaper, but not 
of good quality. 

Specialties of the island include: 
Hakata dolls, Thailand bronze 
ware, teakwood furniture, pearls, 
brass lamps and other brass items 
and ginger jar lamps. 

Generally speaking, dressmakers 
and seamstresses are skilled. At 
the better places one can have 
dresses and other clothing made to 
measure up to American standards. 
Hong Kong tailors do excellent 
work, 

The following facilities are avail- 
able: beauty salon, laundry serv- 
ice, photographer, tailor shop, 
shoe repair, appliance repair, 
cleaning service and thrift shop. 
Mrs, O’Malley now manages the 
American thrift shop on the island. 


MEDICAL CARE 


The old hospital was poor, but 
recently a new one has been con- 
structed. It is still understaffed, 
which works a great hardship on 
all concerned. There is a dispen- 
sary and dental clinic. Provisions 
are made for emergency hospital 
care. Very serious cases are sent 
to the Army Hospital in Tokyo. 


RECREATION 


The island has several movies 
that show good Stateside pictures. 
Other facilities include: 

Officers’ clubs; three or four 
good restaurants charging average 
prices; a beautiful golf course; 
local horseback riding; swimming 
pool and ocean beaches; boating; 
limited hunting; plenty of fishing; 
a beautiful library; bowling; skin 
diving; water skiing; hobby shops; 
and travel to Japan, Hong Kong 
and many other places in the Far 
East. 


WOMEN’S CLUBS 


Each Army organization, such as 
TV, Medics, QM, etc., has its own 
officers’ and NCO wives club. The 
Army has an island-wide club, 
which offers many interesting 
classes and operates a gift shop 
to earn funds for charity projects. 

Other clubs include the Okinawa 
International Women’s Club, East- 
ae, Oriental Shrine and RN

CARS

CLIMATE 


The climate corresponds to that 
in the southern section of the 
States. It is necessary to take pre- 
cautions against mildew and rust. 
Other climatic problems involve 
roaches, illness from humidity and 
native virus, lots of rain and ‘ty- 
phoons. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


Maids are available and most of 
them work satisfactorily. They 
are considered to be honest and 
clean. The average pay for a maid 
who lives in (maids’ rooms are 
available) and handles general 
cleaning, laundry and baby sitting 
during her on-duty hours is about 
$21 a month, plus board and room. 
Most maids do not cook: 

The following shoud be brought 
from the States: linens, electrical 
appliances, freezer, lamps, silver, 
dishes and bedding. 

Religious services are scheduled 
on a regular basis. 

It is possible for an Army wife 
to find employment, but this is not 
encouraged. 

Pets may be brought to Okinawa. 
They must have inoculations. 

Opinions vary about the amount 
of social life as compared to that 
on an Army post in the States. 
Two of our informants consider it 
to be about the same as in the 
States. The third said, “Far more 
— to the point of being ridicu- 
lous.” 

Generally it is not the custom 
to dress for dinner. A coat and 
tie are required at the clubs. A 
wardrobe of three formal-type 
gowns is considered adequate.

Preparing the Fire: If it is pos- 
sible, set the grill 12 inches or 
more from the heat; or as far as 
you can. Chicken should cook slow- 
ly for best results. Start the fire 
about half an hour before cooking 
time. Prepackaged charcoal bri- 
quets with a quick-action starter 
are convenient to use and give a 
quick even heat. Lining the grill 
with aluminum foil before arrang- 
ing the briquets makes clean-up 
easier. Use enough briquets to

Since publication of AR 95-19 permitting sky 
diving for qualified men, a half-dozen paratreopers 
at Bragg are planning to compete in the U.S. para- 
chuting team tryouts at Vancouver, # 

British Columbia, on June 14. The 
nine top jumpers at Vancouver will 
represent the U.S. at the Fourth 
World Parachuting Championships 
Aug. 1-14 in Bratislava, Czechoslo- 


Plans are also underway for a

ONE OF THE top sky divers at Bragg is 1st Lt. 
James M. Perry of the 50th Abn. Signal Bn. A 
veteran of more than 160 free-fall] parachute jumps, 
Lt. Perry -transferred from the Marines to the 
Army in January in order to become a member of 
an airborne unit. He had been in the Marines 
since 1945. 
It would be difficult to find a more ardent booster 
of free fall parachuting as a “safe, healthy sport.” 
Perry says “it’s:much safer and a much better sport 
than skiing.” 
Free-fall parachuting conslats of jumping out of 
an airplane and performing various aerial maneuvers 
and then pulling the parachute ripcord at a safe 
distance above the ground. Sky diving enthusiasts, 
like airborne soldiers, carry reserve chutes for use 
in ease their main chute fails to function. 
“Our most popular type of jump is the 30 second 
delay,” Perry said when asked to explain free-fall 
parachuting. “In this type of jump you leave the 
aireraft at -7000 feet altitute. By using your arms 
and body you can make loops and figure eights. At 
about 2300 feet you pull the ripcord and then guide 
the chute so you hit a 22-foot crepe paper “X” marked 
on the drop zone.” 


The object of free-falling is to time the exit 
from the plane and steer the parachute after it 
opens to hit as close as possible to the target. This 


accuracy, plus the controlled acrobatics, are what 
makes free-falling challenging and satisfying as a 
sport, according to Perry. 
* * * 
HOW DOES IT feel to plummet several thousand 
feet through space? “After the first 10 seconds 
there is no feeling of accéleration,’ Perry says 
“There’s just a gentle wind pressure on your face 
and chest. You see the ground passing and objects 
on the ground getting larger, but it’s not a panicky 
feeling.” 

Particularly aggravating to Perry are people who 
term what is popularly known as sky diving (he 
prefers to-tall it “controlled stabilized freefall”) as 
daredevil exhibitionism. Members of the Parachute 


Club of America (PCA) are governed by strict 
safety and performance rules, he explains, and 
they are forbidden to wear any equipment te pro- 
long their glide or help them maneuver. Their per- 


formance depends entirely on individual skill 
af « + 

AS FOR SAFETY, he points out that in France, 
where sky diving is more popular than anywhere else 
jn the world, there were 176,000 competition jumps 
in one year with no fatalities, and adds that there 
are even 10 to 15 women jumpers in the U.S. 

Perry lives at Bragg with his wife, Reba, and 
their six children ranging in age from 2 te 12 years 
old. 


How does his wife feel about his parachuting 
activities? 

“She feels a normal anxiety,” Perry says, “but 
she’s not opposed to it. She’s seen me hit the drop 
zone many times.” 

Perry holds a “C” License from the PCA. This 
is the only license which authorizes a parachutist to 
instruct others in sky diving.

82d Airborne Trackmen

FORT BRAGG, N.C.—Just one 
week after winning the College 
Sprint Medley Relay Championship 
(Division Il) at the Penn Relays, 
a razor-sharp 82d Airborne Divi- 
sion track team traveled to Fort 
Benning, Ga., and ran a favored 
squad of Benning “Doughboys” into 
the ground’ in a rematch meet. The 
final score read 92-66. 

A month earlier, the “All Amer-, 
ican” Division had been edged by 
the more seasoned “Doughboys” in 
the opening meet of the 82d’s sea- 
son. 

One of three combinations used 
by the Division in the relay, Errol 
Coma, John Moran, Francis Bad- 
ger and W. Caesar Smith, rolled 
over the Benning mile relay team 
in the last event of the afternoon.

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GUNS and 
SHOOTING

What the country needs is not a good 5-cent cigar but a 


new shooting game. One of 
sort of powder-burning sports 


these dynamic hell-for-leather 
where targets move, fly, swing 


or run, and when hit burst into a thousand very gratifying 


flinders. 

A kind of new game that every 
shooter can play whether he owns 
’ a $15 mail-order .22 or a 300-buck 
Weatherby magnum. 

We have 15- 
million hunter- 
shooters in this 
country, and 
how many of: 
the clan do you 
suppose ever 
visit a target 
range? Some- 
thing less than 
10 percent. And 
why is this? ss 
Simply because a 
the dejected ASKINS 
old bullseye 
staring up the range is the self- 
same target grandpap squinted at 
through the billowing smoke of his 
buffalo Sharps. 

It is pretty much the same with 
the shotgunners. Trap shooting is 
as old as the Davy Crockett legend 
and has not changed since Prince 
Albert got his likeness on all those 
tobacco tins. Skeet, a peppy near- 
relative of the trap game, first saw 
the light of day back in 1926 and 
hasn’t changed since. 

Small wonder something less 
than 10 percent of our 115 million 
huntsmen fail to run much of a 
temperature over the stultifying 
target sport! 

Another thing. We get our ears 
pinned back every time we indulge 
in shoulder-to-shoulder jousting 
with the foreign opposition because 
of the archaic and out-of-step shoot- 
ing positions, distances, and targets 
we cling to so adamantly, In 
Europe, which, never forget, in- 
cludes the Soviets, the targets are 
different than ours, smaller and 
infinitely more difficult, The shoot- 
ing distances are greater and there- 
by tougher, and the weapons are 
much more highly specialized than 
ours. 

The Army is doing more to re- 
vitalize the moribund shooting 
game than any other body. Not di- 
rectly, it must be admitted, but 
nonetheless quite as effectively. 
This is through the new systems of 
marksmanship instruction known 
as Trainfire. The adoption of Train- 
fire should lead to a much needed 
and long overdue rejuvenation of 
our outmoded sport. Trainfire with 
its refreshingly new. approach, its 
accent on now-you-see-’em-and-now- 
you-don’t targets, a real-as-life aim- 
ing point, unknown shooting dis- 
tances, and short time limits will 
catch on like wildfire. 

Not only should Trainfire pump 
new lifeblood into the target corpse 
but it is entirely conceivable that 
for the first time in our shooting 
history we may have struck on a 
kind of gunning practice which will 
stir the imagination and kindle in- 
terest among the rank-and-file of 
our sportsmen.

lin the game fields. Despite his 
youthfulness he is not a newcomer 
to the game, statistics show, but 


shooting know-how. Records show 
that he wounds the other fellow 
more often than himself, that the 
gun he uses is in 58 percent of cases 
a shotgun, and, happily, some 83 
percent of the accidents result non- 
fatally. 


As you might expect, most of the 
shooting occurs in dense cover, and 
despite a long-standing campaign 
the victim about 60 percent of the 
time has on drab clothing. Surpris- 
ingly the weather is more frequent- 
ly clear and bright. Small ‘game, 
such as rabbits and birds, are being 
sought when the young hunter ac- 
cidentally stumbles and falls and 
the shotgun discharges, striking a 
companion at distances ranging 
from 10 yards to 49.

ERSISTENCE thy name is Sgt. Henry E. Milbauer Jr. 
Henry pulls a switch on the oldie about the fellow who 
fought and fought and finally was drafted anyway. 





Currently a member of the 18th 
Eng. Co., Ladd AB, Alaska, he suc- 
ceeded in joining the Army after 
overcoming five previous rejec- 
tions at draft boards and recruit- 
ing stations.
